He pointed out that he paid the 
City one cent per gallon tax on 
all gasoline sold, and in addition 
was forced to pay a rental for 
his hangar. Clay, on the other 
hand, pays the City two cents tax. 
on each gallon of gasoline sold, 
15 percent of the gross motor oil 
gales, but pays no rental.

Another difficulty is that while 
the roads can add a through car 
or two to a well-known train with- 
out destroying its identity, for 
several roads to convert entire 
trains to transcontinental service 
probably would involve changing 
the names of the trains so con- 
verted.

On the eve of a drive for higher 
wages, Kenneth Douty, Georgia 
Director of the Textile Workers’ 
Union (CIO), Saturday announced 
that a wage reduction has been 
proposed in three mills by the 
A. P, Julliard Company. 

Douty declared that the pro- 
posal was the first in the entire 
country and was made under the 
wage reopening provisions in the 
Union contracts at the Company’s 
mills at Aragon, Dallas, and Rome, 
Georgia. 

The Company’s action preceded 
an all-out drive by the Union for 
wage increases to parallel those 
granted recently in Northern 
mills. The campaign is expected 
to be launched some time this 
month.

fully under way. He said a white 
man should head the school. 

“We have been putting those 
boys out there and punishing them 
for* years,” he declared. “No ef- 
fort has been made to rehabilitate 
them.” 


Under the commission setup, the 
juvenile workers will go into the 
‘home and attempt to locate the 
icause of delinquency, the commis- 
‘sion chairman said. He added in 
many instances workers probably 
could help parents secure better 
‘jobs and induce entire families to 
‘go to church and Sunday school. 

Doyal already has secured 12 
lighted fields for softball games 
over Fulton County, as well as 
modern stadia and athletic fields 
at College Park, North Fulton and 
Russell High Schools. He intends 
to press forward the recreation 
program as an integral part of the 
juvenile setup. 

“Fulton County has land avail- 
able for Summer camps,” he de- 
clared. “We intend to use this

“It is on record that was the 
only war where anyone was al- 
lowed to have a substitute,” added 
Miss Sara Gregory, who occasional- 
‘ly fills in broken words of her fa- 
‘ther as his hearing is rather faint 
‘and sometimes his memory wavers. 
| “I well remember when the Yan- 
'kees ravaged Georgia. They wreck- 
‘ed and burned homes, stole cattle, 
food, jewelry, farm equipment and 
household furnishings.

James Stark Gregory, one of Georgia’s six remaining Confederate 
veterans and oldest resident of Indian Springs, Butts County, will 
celebrate his ninety-eighth birthday on Sept. 19.

Beautiful scenic Indian Springs, 
one of Georgia’s most popular 
historic State Parks, which nu- 
merous visitors frequent for rec- 
reation and to drink from”*’the 
famous mineral spring located 
only 55 miles from Atlanta, is 
home to Confederate Gregory. 


Wandering over the pine needle 
trails, made by the Creek Indians 
and their brave chief, William 
McIntosh; wading in the foamy, 
moss rocked, creek beside the 
“Old Mill;” and drinking from the 
spring of mineral spirits, believed 
by the Indians to possess healing 
powers, are all a part of his happy 
childhood memories. 


“My mother’s uncle and MclIn- 
tosh were partners,” Mr. Gregory 
revealed. “They built the old Mc- 
Intosh Inn, which was the first 
hotel ever built at Indian 
Springs.” 

The old historic McIntosh Inn 
still stands today. A tablet placed 
at the south end of the house 
erected by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, A. D. 1911, 
reveals the exact spot where the 
Indian Chief signed the treaty 
ceding’ all lands west of the Flint 
River to the State of Georgia. Mc- 
Intosh was shortly murdered by 
a band of Creeks who opposed 
his signing the treaty. 

“I talked with a man once who 
was present when the treaty was 
signed,” Mr. Gregory said, “and 
he said when the Indian Chief 
marked off the spot where the 
second treaty was signed Feb. 12, 
1825, he was told before three 
moons waned he would be killed 
for trading off their “hunting 
ground and spring of ‘healing wa- 
ter.’ Sure enough, McIntosh was 
slain the latter part of April. 


The “Old Mill,” now a cheérful 
gift shop owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Jamerson, links another 
happy memory to Confederate 
Gregory’s life as he ran the “Old 
Mill” and lived there from 1911 
until 1917. 

“It was the heaviest loss In- 
dian Springs ever had,” Mr. Greg- 
ory stated, “when they lost the 
‘Old Mill” It was built by Col. 
H., J. Lamar, who made a lease 
for 100 years and rented it to 
the Government Reserve, but 
when the highway was built the 
State Reserve took in the ‘Old 
Mill’ and its rights were lost.” j 

Although the Jamersons have 

converted the “Old Mill” into a 
gift shop filled with attractive 
souvenirs, they didn’t change the 
quaint hand pegged and mortised 
architecture in any way. In fact 
the same old gears, sheaves and 
pullies that were used when Mr. 
Gregory operated the mill are on 
display. Mr. Jamerson said he 
treasured their historic origin and 
left them for the visitors to en- 
joy. 
Confederate Gregory grows old- 
er but his historic memories have 
only grown richer; and it gives 
him endless pleasure to share his 
eventful life with the many kind 
friends who are always dropping 
by his home for a chit-chat.

Georgia farmers should grow 
from 15 to 25 percent more pea- 
nuts in 1948 than in 1947 in order 
to meet industry’s increasing de- 
mands, according to an analysis 
prepared by Joseph B. Hosmer, 
industrial economist on the staff 
of the Georgia Tech Engineering 
Experiment Station. 

Hosmer’s study shows that the 
United States is using more and 


more vegetable oils. Moreover, | 
an analysis of the statistics for| 
vegetable oils indicates an expand- | 
ing market for edible peanut oil | 
that is not being filled by present 
production. | 

Indications are that as a result | 
of manufacturing interest in pea- 
nut protein, the total production 
of peanut oi] may increase as 
much as 33 percent for 1948, possi- 
bly 50 percent. 

“Such aw increase in peanut oil 
production and protein extraction 
would imply need for an addition 
to the peanut crop of from 15 to 
25 percent in 1948,” Hosmer says.

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A World United Against Cancer 


From a standpoint of national security 
there may be some doubt as to the wisdom 
of President Truman’s order making iso- 
topes, by-product of atomic research, avail- 
able to foreign countries, but it is quite 
possible that any deleterious effects there- 
from may be counterbalanced by a quick- 
ening of progress toward a cure for cancer, 
one of the two major enemies of man 
everywhere. 


Evidence of this was contained in an 
announcement at the International Can- 
cer Research Congress at St. Louis that 
plans were under way to form a world- 
wide organization to combat cancer and 
co-ordinate research in a manner calcu- 
lated to concentrate attention of the 
world’s experts on the disease. This move 
was given considerable impetus by Mr. 
Truman’s gift, on behalf of the American 
people, of radioactive isotopes, which sci- 
entists consider the greatest modern tool 
with which to wage the fight against 
cancer. 


And the scientists hope that by waging 
a “one-world” fight they can conquer the, 
disease which takes untold thousands of 


lives every year. In the United States 
alone, the number of cancer deaths is sec- 
ond only to those caused by heart ail- 
ments. 


Isotopes released to other countries will 
constitute an important if not an integral 
part of the scientists’ battle. It is to be 
hoped that the safeguards contained in 
President Truman’s order requiring for- 
eign countries to publish the results of 
biological tests with isotopes will serve 
as a deterrent, at least, from use of the 
materials as a basis for atomic bomb re- 
search. 

Here we have a paradox, peculiar to 
our vastly complex civilization, of one 
power possessing a material the proper 
use of which may save thousands of lives 
annually, and yet half afraid to release it 
for that purpose because its own ultimate 
destruction might be involved. 

But, as one scientist expressed it: “Just 
as the military atomic bomb brought about 
V-J Day, so this atomic weapon against 
cancer gives man hope of the coming of 


‘V-C Day.” 3 


Certainly it is a desirable goal and well 
may be worth whatever risk is involved. 


At Last, Some Negro Parks in Prospect 


Despite an inability to get together 
with the County Commission on a co-op- 
erative venture, City Council is appar- 
ently going ahead with plans for immedi- 
ate construction of at least one of the 
Badly needed Negro parks in the metro- 
politan area. 

Council’s Parks Committee has ap- 
proved plans for such a facility, to cost 
approximately $300,000, in Southwest At- 
lanta. Indications are that the Commit- 
tee’s recommendations will be accepted 
by Council, even though the county re- 
fuses to participate on a 50-50 basis. 


Meanwhile, according to Commissioner 
Doyal, the County is going ahead on its 
own with plans for a park in the Simpson 
Road area. 

Both these developments are gratify- 
ing, although it stands to reason that the 
projects would profit and the taxpayers 
save if they could be jointly undertaken. 

Still, the need for recreational facili- 
ties to curb delinquency in Negro areas 
is too great to be further postponed pend- 
ing the millennium of our local politicians’ 
forgetting their petty private feuds in 
the interest of the community’s welfare. 


Let the Attorney General Name His Own Aides 


Acting Gov. Thompson this week swore 
in a new Assistant Attorney General, a 
capable young lawyer named Ed Dorsey. 

The Governor took some pride in the 
fact that it was the first time he had ever 
seen young Dorsey, calling it to the atten- 
_ tion of newsmen present. 


The point he was making, of course, 
is that he is allowing Atty. Gen. Cook to 
choose his own assistants, although the law 
expressly provides that the Governor 
name all Assistant Attorneys General 
Save one. 


The present Executive’s action in this 
matter is commendable, but we have no 
assurance that his successors will be as 
generously disposed. For that reason we

hope the next General Assembly will en- 
act legislation stipulating that all Assist- 
ant Attorneys General, except possibly the 
one attached to the Governor’s office, 
shall be nominated by the Attorney Gen- 
eral personally. ; 

The Attorney General is an elective. 
constitutional officer. The people hold 
him—and not the Governor—responsible 
for the conduct of the State’s Law Depart- 
ment. Since he is held liable for their 
actions, it is only logical that he should 
be allowed to choose his subordinates. 

Besides, it has been our impression 
that, when the Governor has these ap- 
pointments, they too frequently go as po- 
litical sinecures to campaign stalwarts 
and relatives.

-” field, Mass., Lester B. Granger, Executive Sec- 
a retary of the National Urban League for Social 
Work Among Negroes, made a speech which has just come to 
my attention. 


It seems to me an important and commonsense talk, even 
though there be portions of it which will not meet with general 
approval from all who read it. 

He found much which encouraged him. 

During the second World War, he said, more than 1,500,000 
Negro workers made good in industry and to date this country 
has not repeated the processes at the end of the first World War 
which saw mass dismissal of Negro workers, skilled and un- 
skilled alike. 

Then he turned critical. 

Politics He denounced the careless attitude of the Negro, es- 

pecially the Negro workers, in allowing themselves 
to be “used” by machine politicians, “to the detriment of all 
workers, Negroes in particular.” 

He asked the Negroes of America to admit “that group disci- 


On the evening of Aug. 31, at East Brook- | 


pline in many white communities, especially in Northern cities, | 
has broken down in the face of the immigration of almost 500,000 | 


unskilled farm laborers and residents of small towns ... “with 
consequent social disorganization, crime and delinquency.” 

He asked that realistic Negro leadership get into contact with 
open-minded, public-spirited and equally. realistic white people 
who are not necessarily interested in Negroes sentimentally, 
but are deeply eager to correct undemocratic practices and to 
build secure community living for all. 


This I took to be the gist of it, as I read the 
Approaches condensed version at hand. It was a speech ad- 
dressed largely to the Northern cities, but it applies equally 
elsewhere. The need for realistic approaches—beginning with 
what can and ought first to be done—is sensible. The appeal to 
Negroes to create leadership which “knows the problems at first 
hand” was excellent advice. The sentimental “do-gooders,” for 
all their good intentions, have done more harm than good. 

Most Southern cities, including two in Georgia, have found 
Negro policemen working exclusively in Négro areas, so successful 
there is no longer any real question about their desirability. 

Yet, it cannot fail to be a rebuke to Negro urban leadership, 
that in research and surveys on the problem, many Negroes oppose 
Negro policemen “because they would be even harder on Negroes 
Questions submitted to Negroes reveal that 


There is no ready answer. 

The fact that a half million Negroes have migrated to the 
Northern cities, unskilled and therefore all but unemployable in 
this modern technology, indicates that the tractor is having the 
expected effect. That many white persons have “gone North,” 
too. And Southern cities, still crowded with the war over two 
long years, must be ready to face the fact they are still attracting 
persons from struggling farms and from small towns where the 
opportunities for work are not many. 

And they don’t know how to “do” anything. 

Therefore, crime, delinquency, and “trouble” multiply. 

God help us if we should, with our swollen cities, run head-on 
into a depression. Fortunately none is seen on the horizon. 


; Meanwhile, while on the general subject, Negro 
Leadership leadership has posed another difficult and dis- 
turbing question. 

This grew out of the recent Baptist World Alliance meeting at 
Copenhagen, Denmark. All the reports are not yet in, and there 
will be time for another discussion, but there is enough in to 
pose a disturbing question which certainly is not one which ought 
to be confined by Negro leadership to Baptist ranks. 

As far as I can obtain the facts, on the last day of the meeting 


in Copenhagen, an announcement was given to the Copenhagen | 


press and news services by one of the Negro ministers present, 
acting for an unknown number of his associates, charging an 
effort had been made by the conference to discriminate against 
the Negro Baptist delegates. It said that letters had been written, 
and the inference was they were official, seeking to discriminate 
against Negro Baptist delegates in hotel accommodations. 

There was no charge that thé attempt succeeded. 

I have followed the Baptist press rather closely, and also the 
secular, so to speak, and I have seen but little. What little there 
is, indicates that some delegates did write and ask to be put at 
hotels at which no Negro delegates were assigned, although to 
date I have seen no report of the production of such a letter by 


| a Danish hotel. 


But. one cannot fail to be seriously disturbed by the sort of 
letters had had no effect: 
and, knowing, too, the effect of their condemnation of the Alliance 
meeting and upon this country’s position in world affairs, would 
deliberately seek to discredit a world meeting in which, apparently, 
there actually was no discrimination whatsoever. 

I have an idea, and if wrong will hasten so to say, that when 
the truth finally is known, they will find that one of the “Commie” 
persuasion sneaked in and, in typical clever manner, managed 
to get in his licks. Especially do I think this since the procedure 
was so much in the pattern—to wait until the last hour when there 
was no chance of organized investigation or reply. Yes, I am 
pretty sure they will find at least a notorious fellow traveler when 
the truth at last is learned.

The Danish boy explained that shoes are rationed in his coun- 
try, limited to two pairs per year. He had needed tennis shoes 
and so had used one of his precious coupons for these.

They gave away, even, the 
aluminum pots and pans they had taken over for cooking. They 
came home with scarcely anything at all except the clothes they 
stood in and the rock-bottom essentials. 

Fowler says, too, that his first “jamboree project,” now that he 
and his troop are home again, will be to send Scout clothing to 
some of the Scouts from other nations where clothing is still tragi- 
cally scarce and where a Scout outfit is something to dream of 
possessing, but something far beyond any possibility of the actual. 

It was a great time for all, and Fowler is convinced the inier- 
national friendships they all made will do much to help the cause 
of world peace. 

He is sorry, though, there were no Russian Scouts there. There 
are no Boy Scouts in the Soviet.

: woman to be named Chairman of a State board, 
i b& we believe. Mrs. Robert Jones, a new member 

of the board, was elected Chairman of the State Milk Control 
Board last week to succeed W. W. Lively, of Decatur, who resigned. 


There is a growing tendency to give women greater representa- 
tion in State government. Mrs. Louise Blalock, of Atlanta, is an 
influential member of the State Board of Corrections, having 
served on that board since its creation in 1944. Mrs. Helen Coxon, 
of Ludowici, is a powerful member of the State Board of Pardons 
and Paroles, being a charter member of that board, which was 
established in 1943. Mrs. Frank McAlister, of Atlanta, went on the 
Milk Control Board simultaneously with Mrs. Jones, and these 
two women waged a long—but unsuccessful—campaign to lower 
the price of milk. The State Democratic Committee named at the 
convention called by Acting Gov. Thompson is filling its offices 
with 50 percent women as nearly as possible.

While the Commissioner argues 
with the Health Department over the value of pasteurized milk, 
the order on labeling milk according to butterfat content is not 
being enforced—the Commissioner giving more and more exten- 
sions of time on the order.

HERE was a ‘time when Peggy 
Rich was the darliffe of Broad- 
way. 

She had beauty and slim grace and 
she danced for Ziegfeld. Millionaires 
courted her. . 

Peggy was in love often in those 
few brief years of wine and roses. She 
was married and divorced five times 
and always had a new love to re- 
place the old. 

It’s different now. All she had is 
gone like champagne bubbles—and 


She’s ill and alone and has no money: 


to pay her bills. 

Only the other day, says the one- 
time golden girl of Broadway, she 
had to pawn an electric iron for $2.50 
and a gold chain for $5. Before that, 
it was her diamond ring, her winter 
coats, her automobile and three and 
a half rooms of furniture. 

“I am entirely without funds or 
resources,” she continues, “and have 
nothing left to sell or pawn. I have 
no income of any nature. 

“IT have managed to keep going 
so far through the generosity of 
friends who gave me a few dollars 
from time to time, but my welcome 
has worn out.”

Peggy, who says she’s now 42, 
married Tree in 1938 and they were 
divorced in 1944, following testimony 
that he had been discovered in a 
Greenwich Village apartment with 
another woman. The parting was 
amiable and the couple divided up 
their personal belongings. 

As part of the bargain, Tree, 
whose right name is Mark Hanna 
Shull, assumed ownership of Blos- 
soms by Peggy Rich ‘Tree, the 
flower shop he had established origi- 
nally for Peggy. 

Tree’s final alimony payment to 
Peggy, according to a _ pre-divorce 
agreement, was $500. Peggy’s world 
was still bright with promise then 
and she told the court she was satis- 
fied with the arrangement, 

According to papers filed by Tree 
in answer to Peggy’s recent applica- 
tion, she asked for the divorce in or- 
der to marry Frank Egan, and Tree 
paid her $3,500 in all, of which the 
$500-was a final instalment.

made out by one Gus Schwab to the order of a 
Herman Cohen. 

So great was Kern’s personal charm that 
Forget never questioned the check. 
Forget was not appropriately named: he remem- 
bered. Kern was eventually convicted of forgery 
and sentenced to one year in Auburn prison. 

When he got out, he changed his name to 
“Schmidt,” and hired himself out as a gentleman’s 
valet. His first and only employer was Paul G. 
Thebaud, a New York socialite. Mr. Thebaud was 
delighted with “Schmidt.” 


He found him witty, thoughtful, imaginative, 
and efficient. Never were his clothes so well 
cared for; never was his household better run. 

One December night, “Schmidt” disappeared. 
With him went $60,000 worth of jewelry. 

When detectives caught up with Kern, he was 
sunning himself at the rail of a New Orleans 
race track. On each arm was a tall, langorous 
showgirl. In his tie was Thebaud’s largest stick- 
pin. His small fingers clutched a diamond-studded 
cane. His name, at the moment, was Theodore 
M. Manners, 

When Kern left Sing Sing, four years later, 
his love for the more expensive things of life had 
become part of his nature. 

At any rate, in the year 1906, wearing spats, 
swinging a cane, and holding himself like a 
Prussian hussar, Kern turned up in Allentown, 
Pa. He represented himself to the people there 
as a Swiss-born insurance salesman. 
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It bounced. - 
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He liked Allentown. Allentown liked him. 
People were impressed by his elegant manners, 
his self-assurance, his ingratiating charm. He 
soon sold so much insurance that he became one 
of Allentown’s leading citizens. He gave large 
tips. He drove flashy, high-powered cars. He 
smoked specially-made cigars. 

Less than a year after his arrival in Allen- 
town; he became vice-president of the,.Mack Bros. 
Motor Car Co., manufacturers of the original 
Mack trucks, 

When this company was later sold to a syndi- 
cate headed by J. P. Morgan, Kern remained as 
a trustee. In 1912 he persuaded the businessmen 
of Allentown to put up enough money to found 
the Penn Counties Trust Co. He also persuaded 
them to make him president. He then began to 
manipulate funds. He acquired the Dauefer 
Brewing Co., then the Lieberman Brewing Co., 
and merged the two. He bought control of the 
leading newspaper, the Chronicle and News. 

He organized the Bethlehem Mators Corp., a 
promising automobile manufacturing concern 
which yielded him a huge gain but which, some- 
how, lost most of the investors’ money. 

Extending his field of operations to New York, 
he bought the Glen Island Casino, on Long Island 
sound. He hobnobbed with congressmen, govern- 
ment officials, and social leaders. 

By 1920 his fortunes had reached such a peak 
that he was able to byy the American assets of 
the Bosch Magneto Corp., which then was making 
85 per cent of the ignition systems for American 
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cars. He paid $4,150,000 for the firm. 

To add to the irony, executives associated with 
Kern imitated the sartorial habits of this German- 
born ex-convict. They came to work wearin? 
gardenias in their lapels. They sported spats. 

Large bright-colored handkerchiefs , sprouted 
from their jacket pockefsS. They even imitated 
Kern’s bristling Prussian mustache and glistening 
tie-pins. ? 

But in all these operations, Kern had neglected 
one necessary thing: he had never become an 
American citizen. 

In 1922, while in Paris, his empire collapsed. 

It was disclosed that A. Mitchell Palmer, Alien 
Property Custodian at the time of the-sale of 
Bosch assets, had sold confiscated enemy property 
to a man who was himself presumably an enemy 
alien. Kern’s criminal record was uncovered. 

Interviewed in Paris when the scandal broke, 
Kern denied the charges and said the crimes were 
committed by his “wayward” brother, Edward. 
Kern had no brothers. . 

His holdings were liquidated by his attorneys. 
Officially “Kern” never returned to this country. 
Yet so clever was this master swindler that he 
successfully hoodwinked Government officials, and 
re-emigrated as “Emil Metzler.” 

The last ten years he lived quietly in a New 
York hotel, posing as.a stockbroker. In 1938, the 
government’ won a tax-evasion judgment against 
Kern for $877,077. But Kern.was supposedly in 
Europe, so the judgment was wmever collected. 

Meanwhile, in 1946, under the name of “Ed- 
ward Marsden,” Kern married. 

A week before his suicide, he took the life sav- 
ings of-a hotel maid for an “investment.” 

The $200 he left for burial expenses was all he 
had left from that haul, which was a final tribute 
to his persuasive charm.

IS friends liked to say of Joshua Seney 

Cosden: “Just when you think he’s down, 

J. S. always bounces back. He’s the rubber 
ball of the oil business.” He did seem. to have 
the characteristics of a rubber ball, bounced by 
the hand of Fate. 

He bounced from a Baltimore drugstore into 
the virgin oil fields of Oklahoma, thence into ro- 
mance and royal circles and into the drawing 
rooms of New York's snooty 400; a rubber ball 
giving off the pungent scent of crude oil as it 
bounced into three fortunes—-and out of them 
to wind up finally, lifeless, spent and broken. 

His friends said another thing of Joshua 
Cosden: He knew what he wanted, and how to 
get it. But he didn’t know how to hold onto it. 

He knew, on his 21st birthday, that he didn’t

want to become a pharmacist and he quit his $5 
a week job as pharmacist’s clerk in Baltimore.

“You can smell this new kind of gold—-black 
gold.

Pp ALE of face and slight of build, Joshua Cosden 

seemed poorly equipped physically to cope with 
the big, bad men then descending on the “murder- 
a-day” oil fields. But there was determination in 
his flashing dark eyes and his clefted chim He 
might get knocked down a few times, but he’d 
be back up. 

The first years out west. he spent as teamster, 
rigger’s helper, handyman—anything that kept 
him in contact with oil. He gained knowledge, 
and with the aid of Ottilie saved enough money 
to start his own refinery at Bigheart, Okla., where 
the black gold of oil was changed into yellow gold, 
the kind a man could spend. 


Joshua Cosden started spending. He made 
Tulsa his headquarters and gave that wild boom 
town its first skyscraper, its first penthouse and 
its first front page romance. The 16-story sky- 
scraper and penthouse went up in 1913, and 
“J. S.” decided he needed a town house. 


He built one, for $100,000, and Fate promptly 
reached into the new mansion, picked up Rubber 
Ball Cosden and bounced him across the street, 
into the more modest home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Franklin Roeser. 

Roeser was a struggling drilling contractor. 
His wife, Eleanor, was regarded as the most beau- 
tiful of Tulsa’s belles, and an authority on interior 
decorating and furnishing. 

The new Cosden home needed decorating— 
and it was only natural that Eleanor Roeser be 
consulted. The two couples spent more and more 
time together, and started a design for living that 
changed the lives and the destinies of all four. 

The design took definite shape in 1916 when 
Eleanor Roeser went to California and divorced 
the plodding contractor on grounds of cruelty 
and incompatibility. Mrs. Ottilie Cosden, mother 
of three children, divorced her millionaire husband 
for “cruelty and neglect.” : 

A year later, “Josh” Cosden and “Nell” Roeser 
were married—and said good-by to Tulsa. 

Cosden left behind, for Ottilie, the finely fur- 
nished Tuljsa house and $1,500,000. Cosden, who 
had gone west in a day coach, headed east with 
his bride in a private car, “The ‘Roamer,” a 
$250,000 production. Remember the three names: 
Charles Roeser, Ottilie Cosden, and “The Roamer.” 
They come back into the pattern later. 

Financially, Josh and Nell Cosden were in per- 
fect condition to invade New York. Socially, they 
faced a battle. The 400 was disciplining “the 
newly rich,” the millionaires who had made 
their fortunes with their own hands, and their 
own wits. Cosden, broadened and hardened by 
his work in the oil fields, refused to be perturbed. 

His eyes sparkled as he told Nell, in the candle 
light of the tete-a-tete dinner aboard The Roamer. 

“First thing, I guess, is*to look around for a 
place to live.” vam 

He found several “places to live.” The couple 
established Manhattan headquarters in an 8-room 
suite at the Plaza and, for the house-warming, he 
paid $600,000 for the famous Fletcher pearls and 
gave them to Nell as exterior decoration. 


THE next purchase was the William B. Coch- 
rane estate at Sands Point, Long Island, com- 
prising 310 acres, and Nell Cosden went to. work 
again on interior decorations and furnishings. 
Their neighbors included the Vincent Astors, 
Guggenheims, Whitneys, Mackays and the Frank 


Munseys. But the 400 wasn’t ready to increase 
the number to 402 by adding the Cosdens. 

“J. S.” as he was being called by now, looked 
around “for a little summer place.” 

The one he found comprised 10 acres, between 
“little summer places” owned by Mrs. Stuyvesant 
Fish and the T. Suffern Tailers. In the midst of 
another whirl of redecorating, the new Mrs. 
Cosden had wifely misgivings. 

“It’s all wonderful and beautiful,” she sighed. 
“But are you sure we can afford all this?” 

J. S. acted perplexed and stroked his chin. 

“That’s an idea,” he agreed. “I’ll check up.” 

Leo Meyer, his tax expert, was summoned. 

“Leo,” Cosden wanted to know, “in case of 
some. kind of reversal, how much money would 
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I be worth, right now? I don’t know. myself.” 
Meyer went through the books, and reported: 
“J.S., in 24 hours time, you could convert your 

liquid assets for $25,000,000.”’ 

“Thanks, Leo. I’ve been thinking about get- 
ting’ us a little place in Florida.” 

They didn’t buy the little place in Florida, 
ready made. They called in the fabulous Wilson 
Mizner and his brother, Addison, and ‘Guardiola”’ 
was created at Palm Beach. The Spanish villa 
cost $2,000,000, but, even at that, something seemed 
to be lacking in the interior decor. Wilson Mizner 
had an idea. 

It seems the King of Spain had commissioned 
the celebrated artist, Jose Maria Sert, to paint 
the adventures of Sindbad the Sailor and then, 
times being what they were for Spanish kings, 
couldn’t find a place to put the paintings, or, the 
ready money to pay for them. J. S. had beth and 
the priceless works went to ‘‘Guardiola.”’

Sure enough, “they” did, because the guest, 
Mrs. Vincent Astor, was the first to step off the 
private car at Palm Beach, and the socialites were 
convinced. The Cosdens had “arrived.” 

Rubber Ball Cosden kept bouncing. From 
Palm Beach to Sands Point to Oklahoma and to 
his breeding farm at Charlottesville,. Va., where 
were quartered such noted thoroughbreds as 
Snob II, bought for $85,000;-Dunlin, a $30,000 
bargain; Faunus, Martingale and Blazes. 

The social bounce reached its highest point in 
1924 when the then Prince of Wales, later to be- 
come King of England and renounce the throne, 
visited this country. The 400 gathered skirts and 
spiked tails and made a wild dash to grab him 
as Guest of The Century. . 

When the dust had settled, the prince was 
ensconced in a wing of the Cosden estate at 
Sands Point. As though that wasn’t enough to 
make J. S. and Nell Cosden famous names, a 
burglar picked the occasion to burgle the huge 
house and make off with $20,000 worth of Lady 
Mountbatten’s jewels. 

All of this activity was so remote from Okla- 
homa, and Tulsa, that Josh Cosden could be 
understandably excused for not paying better 
attention to the source of his millions——the crude 
oil that had stained the hand that shook the Rand 
of the future King of England. 

Besides, the firm of Cosden & Co. didn’t seem 
to need his personal attention until, in 1926, he 
took a tumble.

Point estate for a reported $1,500,000. Mrs. Horace 
ky. Dodge took over the Palm Beach “Guardiola.” 
And some other purchaser, not identified, took 
over the private car, The Roamer. ‘ : 

The rubber ,.ball lay “motionless for two years 
until, in 1928, Fate gave it another bounce. With 
$3,000,000, subscribed by friends, Cosden headed 
for Fort Worth, Tex., and oil. 

“J. S. will bounce back,” the friends said. 

He did, too. With his knowledge of oil and 
how to produce and market it, J. S. formed the 
Cosden Oil Co., and _ it thrived to the point where 
its value was estimated at $15,000,000. But some- 
thing happened. Came the second tumble, and 
receivership. J. S. and Nell Cosden retired to 
Florida, not to “Guardiola” but to a modest and 
secluded cottage. a 
4447S ONLY temporary,” his friends said, “As 

soon as he gets his health back—” 

He did bounce back, in 1931, but it was a feeble 
bounce. ‘The hand of Fate was losing interest. 

This time he tried Texas again and seemed 
in a fair way to make another recovery, but some- 
body must have pulled the rug ‘again. 

He kept trying, but nothing of financial im- 
portance happened to him after that, and the 
name of Joshua Seney Cosden and Nell Cosden 
dropped out of the public prints, until 

On the night of Nov. 17, 1940, the conductor 
of a Southern Pacific train, bound for Fl ‘Paso 
from Palm Springs, Calif., was hastily summoned 
to a compartment. 

It was no larger than the lavatory in The 
Roamer and the lower berth seemed entirely too 
small to be the deathbed of J. S. Cosden, one of 
the biggest men in the oil industry, and its bounc- 
ing ball. He was 59 when his heart gave up. 

As for the other parties in the design for liv- 
ing created in Tulsa in the horse and buggy days: 

‘che first Mrs. Joshua Cosden, Ottilie, met and 
married Don Baxter, rated a multimillionaire, 
thanks to oil. 

Nell’s first husband, Charles Franklin Roeser, 
left the contracting business long enough to find 
his own oil field and make the millions he didn’t 
have when he, and Nell, met J. S. Cosden. 

Nell Cosden surveyed the remains of an estate 
once worth $25,000,000. It didn’t take long. 

Four days before his death, Josh Cosden’s 
assets, including two $25,000 lifé insurance poli- 
cies, were sold at auction for $66,000, and Nell 
Cosden went back to her first love—interior 
decorating. 

Hers is a flourishing business in New York, in- 
dicating J. S. waSn’t the only one of the team who 
could bounce back. 

The Roamer, the $250,000 private car, lést-its 
wheels and its glitter long-ago. 

Somewhere alongside a railroad track in the 
Allegheny mountains it serves as a bunkhouse 
for section hands and its scent is predominantly 
the pungent one of crude oil; especiaily on days 
when the roadbed has to be oiled.

The messages Joe has received in 
this, in many ways his most notable 
year, leave no doubt as to the fidelity 
with which Joe has followed the 
principles he began to learn on the 
little Alabama farm. 

He’s advanced inter-racial under- 
standing more than any other man of 
his time. Mrs. Brooks’ boy has set an 
example in simple-hearted integrity 
for the whole American people. 

Seeing honors come to him, she’s

She lived her religion, as well as 
preached it. Left with the eight chil- 
dren when her first husband (Munn 
Barrow) died, she kept the cabin 
going.

When Marva brought 
action against him in Chicago—and 
then made up with him in the court- 
room—he lifted her gently in his 
arms and proudly carried her out. 

Later, after they were divorced, 
he had no hard words for her. Now 
that time of separation is out of his 
mind, in the past. The birth of Joe, 
Jr... has brought out the fact that 
they were remarried a year ago this 
summer in Indiana. ° 

It’s characteristic of Joe that he 
doesn’t talk big about the baby. He 
hasn’t made any prediction about 
bringing up a great new fighter nor 
another Joe Louis to set an example 
for the youth of America. 

He’s had to be urged to say any- 
thing about his hopes for the boy, and 
what he’s said is as modest as ever 
Mrs. Lillie Brooks—teaching him both 
humility and courage —would want 
him to say.

UTSIDE the smoking car windows. the

the car—a remote and hazy world of itself 
as the transcontinental train’ sped eastward— 
strangers struck up casual acquaintance.

A group of soldiers and sailors, in 
bantering conversation, lounged around the seat 
occupied by a slim young woman and a baby. 

Sailor Donald Caffrey, discharged and on the 
way home to his bride in Omaha, observed this 
Without approval. By his standards, something 
wasn't quite right. The young wontan’s talk with 
her companions was spirited and slangy. 

She didn’t talk at all to the brown-haired, 
brown-eyed baby girl beside her. 

When attention for a moment did happen to 
turn to the child, the young woman—her mother 

tossed her head impatiently. 

“I’m going to put her in a home,” she said. 

Sailor Caffrey looked hard at her, and at the 
baby, whimpering now. He confronted her. 

“Pardon me, miss—I mean ma’am,” he said. 
“Do you really want to give the baby away?” 

“Certainly,” said the young woman resolutely. 
“Do you want her?” 

Sailor Caffrey, still in uniform, about to begin 
a peace time life, cautiously wiggled a forefinger 
in the baby’s soft hair. 

“I do,” he said. “I sure do want her.” 


HE baby’s mother shot him an appraising 

glance. She saw he was tall and strong, with a 
wide, honest smile.

“She'll grow,” said Sailor Caffrey. ‘Now, let's 
take her home.” 

Their troubles began almost at once. ,It wasn't 
that the small newcomer seemed a_ stranger. 
Sailor Caffrey and his wife, Barbara, and Grand- 
mother Caffrey and Grandfather Caffrey took to 
the child immediately. They began adoption pro- 
ceedings in the Juvenile Court in Omaha. But 
an unexpected telegram barred the way. 

The 17-year-old mother of the baby, arriving 
in Utica, N. Y., had given a second thought to 
her relinquishment of 11-month-old Dorothy 
Yvonne Johnson. She wired the Caffreys that she 
wanted to take her baby back. . 

Sailor Caffrey, however, wasn’t one to be 
easily put aside. He and his young wife had 
changed Dorothy Yvonne Johnson’s name to 
Sandra Lee Caffrey and they meant to keep her 
in the Caffrey family. They wanted the baby’s 
mother investigated. 

That wish was granted, Juvénile Court Judge 
Herbert Rhoades ruling that the case deserved 
thorough inquiries, and presently Utica authori- 
ties reported. They said they “questioned the 
responsibility of the mother.” 

After that, there was another homecoming for 
Sandra Lee~Caffrey. The judge consented to 
give her to the Caffreys on a six months trial. 
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m O AS a Caffrey, Sandra Lee began to grow. 

The sailor moved her and his wife from his 
parents’ home into a neat, four-room white house. 

Then in August, 1946, Chief Probation Officer 
Richard Collins heard reports to the contrary. In 
telephone calls he was told that Sandra Lee was 
being neglected.

By “homebody,” the department 
adds, it means its own home demon- 
stration agents up and down the coun- 
try. They are trained to teach others 
how to keep house. Often, however, 
no sooner does one get started than 
up strolls a tall, dark stranger—or 
maybe a light-haired medium sized 
one—and marriage is inevitable. 

These homebodies stay married, 
too. They're the type to get a man 
and keep him. 

The result is that most of the 
3,000 young women in the depart- 
ment’s Extension Service in recent 
years have gone on to marriage and 
have been succeeded by other girls.

was June 17, 1941. Along came William 
Cockerill, assistant county agricul- 
tural agent. They were introduced. 

Through the war _ years, they 
worked side by side; he helping farm- 
ers increase production, she showing 
farmers’ wives how to step up can- 
ning; both entering into the farm 
community’s war effort. 

Now their teamwork is for them- 
selves. They operate a 40-head dairy 
on a farm at Purcellville, Va. 

“T’d still be lonesome for the old 
job if Bill weren’t in contact with all 
my friends in his work as assistant 
county agent,” says Mrs. Cockerill.

“If girls want to make good wives, | 
they ought to study home economics,” 
says Mrs. Fallen.

One home demonstration agent

Mr. Payne sometimes seems agog. 

“Some women have a hard time 
handling just a home and husband,” 
he says. “My wife, by some magic, 
fits all the-parts of her life together 
so well that she seems to be giving 
each of us her undivided attention.” 

Many home demonstration agents 
seem to have that faculty of giving 
extraordinary attention to others. 
They make friends—as Mrs. Morcelle 
Marshall did. 

In Bedford County (Va.) she grew 
to know every one so well that when 
she fell ill of appendicitis during the 
war, it seemed only natural for a girl 
friend to mention, in a letter to her 
brother in the air corps, that the 
home agent was stricken. 

“Homemaking is a girl’s greatest 
career,” says Mrs. Marshall. 

The brother, Evan Marshall, sent 
her a “get well” card, and then there 
was correspondence, and then there 
was a wedding. 

Mrs. Frances H. Graham, home 
demonstration agent in Floyd County, 
Va., married six months after she 
took the job. Her husband is John 
Graham, high school physical in- 
structor. 

Mrs. Ruth Huss, another Virginia 
agent, is married to George T. Huss, 
wholesaler and former mayor. She 
is one of those who like the work so 
well they won’t give it up. _ 

“Every day is different,” she says. 
“Tt’s wonderful to be in a field where 
only your initiative is the. limit of 
what you can do.”

HEN Mrs. E’izabeth Graham’s Jet Pilot 
pioughed to victory in the 73rd running 
of the Kentucky Derby, it was more than 
a mere triumph for a dark horse. It was the vin- 
dication of a sportswoman’s unwavering faith in 
the integrity of a trainer at whom more mud had 
been thrown than was kicked up by the flying 
hoofs of her Derby winner that glorious afternoon 
last May. 

This double reward came to a woman who had 
never ceased to practice the virtues of Faith, 
Hope and Charity in the famous Tom Smith case. 

Tom Smith trains Mrs. Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm stable which two s@asons ago led 
the turf with winnings of $589,170. In the full 
flush of his success that year, Tom was charged 
by the New York State Racing Commission and 
the Jockey Club with having brought about the 
stimulation of one of his race horses, named 
Magnific Duel, with ephedrine. 

This charge, coming just after it had been 
announced that Smith’s string had topped all 
American stables in winnings. for the season, 
caused many wiseacres around the race tracks to 
Wink knouwingiy and exciasm: “INO wonder!” 
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" Suspended for a Year by the N. Y. Racing Com- 
mission, Trainer Smith Could Not Even Watch His 
Former Charges Run. Sadly, Each Day, He Would 
Leave His Loyal Employer and His Son at the 

Track Gates. 


Mrs. Graham was immediately bombarded 
with stories reflecting on Smith’s character as a 
trainer... His traducers accused him of everything 
from “chaining” down the scale. To all of them, 
Mrs. Graham replied: 

“T have known Mr. Smith long enough to have 
observed his character. I don’t believe a word of 
it. A man who loves horses as much as he does 
just couldn’t do such things.” 

Then, Mrs. Graham backed up her words with 
her fortune, which she made in the cosmetic busi- 
ness, where she is known as Elizabeth Arden. 
Every cent of it was at Smith’s disposal for de- 
fense purposes. The best legal talent was en- 
gaged in his behalf. 

Noted chemists, pharmacologists and veteri- 
narians were lined up to testify in his behalf. 


‘ 


Tom S.mnith’s trial by a joint trial board made up 
of the New York State Racing Commission and 
two representatives of the Jockey Club became a 
cause celebre of the turf. 

Evidence adduced at the hearing revealed that 
Trainer Smith had sprayed the nostrils of one of 
his horses on the afternoon of November 1, 1945, 
with fluid from an atomizer. A Jockey Club 
avent, Frank Lorentzen, followed one of Smith’s 
grooms into Magnific Duel’s stall where he found 
him hiding an atomizer under straw. , 

The agent seized it.and turned it over to 
Francis P. Dunne, a steward, who extracted the 
colorless fluid from the atomizer and had it sealed 
in a botile. A chemical analysis revealed the 
fluid to be a 2.6 per cent solution of ephedrine. 

Smith readily admitted that he used the spray 
on the nostrils of all his horses when they had 
colds, just as the drug is used by humans for the 
same purpose. 


-XPERTS introduced by the racing authorities 

prosecuting the case swore that the ephedrine - 
solution was a stimulant and would improve the 
horse’s speed. Smith’s experts took a directly 
opposite stand. 

They said the solution was a harmless remedy 
for colds and merely opened up the nostrils to 
facilitate breathing. 

Dr. Harry Gold, a specialist in pharmacology 
attached to the faculty of Cornell University, 
testified that°ephedrine is neither a narcotic nor 
habit forming, that unless enormous quantities of 
it were used on a horse, it wouldn't have any 
stimulating effects and that to empty the amount 
of the solution’ seized by the Jockey Club agent 
in Magnific Duel’s stall would*require. 500 
squeezes of the atomizer bulb. 

Dr. Robert McKeller, a veterinary with over 
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50 years’ experience, said the use of a 3 per cent 
solution of ephedrine in the treatment of horses 
who are “bleeders” (that is, hemorrhage from the 
nostrils while racing) would be justified. Other 
‘horse doctors scoffed at the idea of a 3 per cent 
solution of ephedrine being a stimulant, in the 
sense that it would*increase a race horse’s speed. 
When experts fall out, as sharply as the two 
rival sets of them did in this trial, the,result is 
widespread confusion and reasonable doubt. But 
the racing officials preferred to believe their own 
specialists rather than those brought in by Mrs. 
Graham in defense of her trainer. 


THEY revoked Smith’s license for one year. The 
expensive battery of trial lawyers Mrs. Graham 
had engaged to defend Smith appealed the case 
to the New York State Supreme Court. Usually, 
the turf likes to wash its own soiled linen. So 
Mrs. Graham’s decision to push the case in the 
civil courts caused mass eyebrow lifting among 
the breed improving set. 
That there was widespread jealousy of both 
Mrs. Graham and her trainer was admitted. Some 
of the influential people of the turf didn’t like the

idea of her winning so many important stakes. 
As for Smith, a silent, saturnine chap who kept 
pretty much to himself and had had trouble with 
some of his stable help a short time previously, 
there were many people around the stables who 
might be glad to cause him trouble. 

His gruffness to the press had won him few 
friends in that field. Smith, originally a_ black- 
smith, had been promoted from shoeing horses to 
helping Cowboy Irwin train them. Old Tom 
couldn’t have served his apprenticeship under a 
smarter teacher, as the Cowboy held the record 
for saddling winners in one season until Hirsch 
Jacobs, the little pigeon fancier from Brownsville, 
came along with his famous “pigeon milk” recipe 
for converting platers into stake winners. 

Smith started training on his own hook for 
Charles E. Howard. Seabiscuit was the most 
famous piece of horseflesh assigned to his care 
while he was with Howard. Then Mrs. Graham 
summoned him to her establishment. 

A smart business woman as well as a sincere 
lover of horses, Mrs. Graham had experienced 
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considerable difficulty in getting the trainer she 
wanted. She had hired and fired a number of 
them before Smith came along and gave her the 
results she sought. 

One of her trainers had been dismissed because 
he had ordered his jockeys to apply the whip to 
her horses. That violated a rule Mrs. Graham has 
enforced strictly. It has been said that she would 
rather lose an important race than win it with 
the help of. the whip. 


IKE WISE, she was willing to jeopardize the 

future of her racing stable to stand. by the 
trainer of whose innocence she was convinced. 

After the racing body had rejected the appeal 
filed by Smith’s counsel, the New York Supreme 
Court studied the case for several months before 
deciding, through Justice Morris Eder in March, 
1946, that there were no grounds for granting a 
stay of execution of the Jockey Club’s license 
revocation. 

Next the case went to the Appellate Division 
which also upheld the Jockey Club and Racing 
Commission. By this time, Smith’s one-year 
suspension had almost expired, so no further legal 
steps were taken. 

Meantime, Mrs. Graham had kept her trainer 
on the payroll at full salary and had engaged his 
son, Jimmy, to handle her string while his father 
was ruled off. 

Old Tom was at Arlington that night shortly 
before the 1946 Kentucky: Derby when a match 
dropped carelessly by a roustabout started a 
stable fire in which 21 of Mrs. Graham's young 
race horses, valued at $300,000, perished. It seemed 
that her racing luck had deserted her permanently. 

Then came the Derby and the three Maine 
Chance colts. Lord Boswell, Knockdown and Per- 
fect Bahram, whom she had pointed for this event 
for two years, let her down badly. The thousands 
she had spent on this trio seemed utterly wasted. 

When her racing fortunes reached their lowest 
ebb, Mrs. Graham consoled hefself by continuing 
to practice the three virtues—-Faith, Hope and 
Charity. Her faith in Trainer Smith never 
wavered. Her hope that one day he would bring 
her racing colors back to the top remained 
undiminished. 

Her charity was exemplified by her refusal to 
believe the stories that Smith’s jealous rivals 
brought to her—always with a selfish motive in 
view, as she shrewdly saw. 

Smith was always with Mrs. Graham when 
she drove up to the race tracks, but he wouldn’t 
go in. While ‘his employer and his son entered 
the clubhouse to watch the horses run he would 
depart sadly. 

Finally, Tom Smith’s one-year suspension 
expiréd. Now it was up to the Jockey Club to 
decide whether or not he should have his license 
renewed. It doesn’t always follow, when a trainer 
or jockey has served out his suspension, that he is 
relicensed. In Smith’s case, the bitter court fight 
pushed by Mrs. Graham 
at the cost of a good slice 
of the prize money her 
stable won in 1945 might 
prove,an antagonistic 
factor. 

There was also the 
wave of reform which 
the turf was undertak- 
ing on its own hook to 
beat the Blue Noses to it. 
Would the reinstatement 
of a trainer, convicted in 
a stimulation case, be 
compatible with the new 
code of honor adopted 
by the Thoroughbred Racing Association? 

That the Jockey Club had suffered a change of 
heart toward Tom Smith during the year he was 
suspended was apparent. That reasonable doubt 
existed in the minds of those who had convicted 
him was implicit in their action in restoring 
Smith’s license last April. 

That a horse-drugger could reach Tom Smith’s 
ripe age without being discovered at his tricks 
was another factor that weighed heavily in Tom's 
favor. Aside from the ephedrine episode, his 
record was as spotless as Sir Galahad’s escutcheon. 

So, many horsemen thought that a wrong was 
being righted instead of a wrong-doer being 
restored to good graces when Smith was licensed 
once more to train horses for Mrs. Graham or 
whoever wished to employ him. 

If ever a trainer had a powerful motive for 
wanting to win the Wreath of Roses for his em- 
ployer, Tom Smith was the man. The gracious 
lady had placed her entire fortune at his disposal 
for defense purposes. She had never lost her 
faith in his innocence. She had refused to listen 
to would-be traduacers intent on getting his job. 


ND then, in the cool of a May evening in Ken- 

tucky, the band sent up nostalgic strains of 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” a thin line of thorough- 
breds pranced through cheering thousands parad- 
ing to the post, a horse trained by Tom Smith 
and ridden by Eric Guerin broke on top, never 
surrendered the lead and lasted to stave off the 
closing rush of Phalanx, the favorite. 

Tom Smith, the trainer in whom she had never 
lost faith, had repaid his debt of gratitude to 
Mrs. Elizabeth Graham by giving her her first 
Kentucky Derby winner in Jet Pilot. Lady 
Bountiful finally had received her rightful reward.

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spondent, broken down, or of a hideous shape— 
thoroughly dissatisfied with their lot and eager 
for a change of government.” 

It is still difficult to estimate the damage of 
the State Department’s intrusion into the world 
of art sponsorship and art buying. By doing so, 
it gave tacit support to weak imitations of Eu- 
ropean art movements, already obsolete, 

Of course, it is futile to object to adults hop- 
ping on the bandwagon of whatever artistic fad 
is popular at the moment. But from the point 
of view of the art student it is a dangerous 
practice. 

Naturally students begin to ask: “Why learn 
to paint when I can sell imitations of bizarre, 
freakish things requiring no long and arduous 
training to produce?” 

Every civilization has contributed great art- 
ists like Raphael. 

America will produce its Raphaels, too. If the 
State Department will sponsor that—instead of 
ugliness, infantile scribbles and Red propaganda 
—then we will have something fine to export: 
great art illuminating a Good Neighbor policy. 
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riding the telegraph wires of the 

country, but it couldn’t have been 
more ominous if it had been written 
in letters of fire in the sky. 

Coming as it did from Louisiana 
in the 1920s when the Ku Klux Klan 
was a power in the land, it had spe- 
cial significance. 

“Governor Parker has been ap- 
pealed to by the citizens of Mer 
Rouge,” it said. “They.ask him to 
investigate the disappearance of Fill- 
more Watt Daniel, a planter, and 
Thomas Fletcher Richard, a me- 
chanic, 

“These young men were abducted 
by.masked men and have not been 
heard from for several weeks.” 

It is so common now, in 1947, to 
recall the Klan as ridiculous white 
robed small towners hobnobbing in 
back rooms or burning crosses on 
hilltops that its more sinister as- 
pects are forgotten. 

This . dispatch, and its  conse- 
quences, back in 1923, may serve as 
a reminder that hooded fanatics, bent 
on having their way, sometimes are 
moved toe great violence—even murder. 

In the office of the St. Louis Post 
Dispatch, the editors were keenly 
aware of this, and reading the news 
service dispatch, they called in their 
ace reporter, hard-headed, uncom- 
promising young John T. Rogers. 

“The Kluxers are in this,” his city 
editor told him. “Go to Louisiana 
and expose them.” 

It was like telling him to walk into 
ambush, Louisiana’s Governor John 
M. Parker hadn’t been able to cope 
with the Klan. He’d gone to Wash-

ington with a request for help. He'd * 


said that in some parishes the Klan 
had taken over law enforcement, 
meeting violence with violence. Just 
when he'd beén hoping for federal 
aid, President Warren G. Harding 
had died. 

Johnny Rogers, calling on him in 
Baton Rouge, found him still in a 
quandary. The Governor said he be- 
lieved the two young men mentioned 
in the dispatch had been slain, but 
the facts he gave to Johnny were no 
more than shadows. 

“Go to Mer Rouge and you'll find 
an interesting situation,” he _ said. 
“Keep your powder dry.” 

Johnny went. He took a room in a 
hotel in the quaint old village in More- 
land Parish. He 
hadn’t unpacked 
his bag before he 
received a tele- 
phone call: 

“You got no busi- 
ness in Mer Rouge. 
Get out quick.” 

He did, however, 
have business. He 
called on the 
fathers of the miss- 
ing boys. They 
were too frightened Neihiisis., 
to tell him anything 
except, “See what 
you @an find out 
about Cap’n Skipworth.” 

From a telephone operator he 
learned that his anonymous call had 
come from the Cap’n’s near-by town, 
Bastrop. 

“Don’t you know who he is?” she 
asked. “Why, Cap’n*J. K. Skipworth 
is exalted cyclops of Morehouse Par- 
ish Klan, No. 34. If you stay here 
long, you’ll’*hear more than a tele- 
phone call from him, all right.” 

Johnny Rogers didn’t wait to hear. 
He drove to Bastrop to see the Cap’n. 
Instead, he met the _ sheriff, thin- 
lipped, marble-eyed Fred Carpenter. 

“Folks here don’t favor strangers 
that comes asking questions,” said 
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Along Country Roads, 
and Down fo the Lake, 
the Men With Venge- 
ange in Their Hearts 
Took Their Youthful 
Captives, and There 
Their Dark Deed

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the sheriff. ‘“‘The Cap’n isn’t in.” 
The Cap’n, Johnny found by in- 


quiry, was 15 miles away, in the 
hamlet of Vaughn. Johnny drove 
the rough roads to’ find him, and 


when he did he came upon a man 
who was evidently born to be a leader 
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of men in his own hard way. 

The Cap’n was 75, his leathery 
face networked. by the years, but his 
eyes clear and his chin thrust out, his 
voice still as deep as it had been 
when he had been the skipper of a 
Mississippi River steamboat. 
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“You may state one thing for the 
newspapers,” he said. “I officially 
announce that Daniel and Richard 
were spirited away by friends of Dr. 
B. M. McKoin, captain of our klan 
at Mer Rouge, whom they attempted 
to assassinate.” 

He then orated a while on the 
Klan’s power, but Johnny had to get 
the facts of the “spiriting away” next 
day from townsfolk. He got them, 
finally, in detail. 

On the afternoon of August 24, 
1923, five men of Mer Rouge, return- 
ing by car from a barbecue and good 
roads meeting in Bastrop; had been 
halted by 20 figures in klan costume. 
The klansmen had hauled them from 
their car. 

At nightfall, Daniel Sr., and an- 
other were stripped of their: shirts 
and flogged with bull whips. Then 
they and a third man were released. 
Young David and Richard were driven 
away, and seen no more. 

Johnny Rogers, talking to vil- 
lagers, driving out country roads, 
tried to trace them. No one helped 
him much until he met a ferryman 
near Lake La Fourche. 

“T heard noises down by the lake 
the night those boys disappeared,” he 
said.. “The next morning two freight 
car wheels that had been near the 
dock weren’t there any mgre.” 

Rogers took the news to the Gov- 
ernor, then went to St. Louis and en- 
gaged a professional diver. When he 
returned with the diver, the Governor 
told him: 

“Conditions in Morehouse Parish 
are critical now. Going there alone, 
‘you would be killed. I am sending a 
company of national guardsmen with 
you for your own protectiom.” 

The diver and Rogers and the 
militia then moved into the region of 
the kidnaping, and there the militia 
deployed. 

Soon they received a report that 
the missing youths actually had been 
sent to the bottom of near-by Cooper 
Lake, and not Lake La Fourche. 
Near Cooper Lake they spent the 
night. 

At dawn, a great detonation shook 
the countryside. The sound came 
from Lake La Fourche. Rogers led 
the way to that lakeside. 

There, before him, was the sad 
evidence he long had sought. The 
murderers had dynamited a bank be- 
side the lake, evidently trying to send 
an avalanche of earth down upon the 
two bodies on the lake bottom. * They 
had, instead, blown the bodies to the 
surface, and out upon the shore. 

Rogers wired the news to his 
newspaper. There waS no more 
mystery now in the disappearance 
of the two young men, he said, and 
by solving the case he smashed the 
Klan in that hotbed of its growth. 

Although no one could be indicted 
for the murders, Attorney General 
George Coco, summarizing the case, 
emphasized the Klan’s rule as a 
“reign of terror’ and its end was 
signalized by the abdication of tough 
old Cap’n Skipworth. 

He promised he’d hold “another 
nightcap party- whenever the occa- 
sion arises,” but he retired to. an 
obscurity from which he never again 
poked his head, hooded, capped or 
bare.

LOYD MORGAN threw the con- 

troller into the last notch, and 

set himself for a race against 
death. 

The passengers on the Cincinnati 
street car gathered around a man 
who had suffered a heart attack, 
supporting him for the run ahead. 
Morgan made one stop, to pick up 
an inspector and to shout to some- 
one to call a hospital. That was his 
last pause in three miles of city 
traffic. 

It was a non-stop street car on an 
errand of mercy. By skillfully judg- 
ing his speed, Morgan hit every green 
light. He was more than halfway to 
the hospital when the summoned am- 
bulance met the car, and the heart- 
attaek victim was removed. ‘The pas- 
senger, thanks to Morgan, later rc- 
covered. 

Street car motormen and bus 
drivers don’t often have a chance to 
become heroes. Usually it’s a losing 
battle against argumentative pas- 
sengers, women with their carfare 
buried far down in cluttered hand- 
bags, individuals who demand seats 
at rush hours, and people who won't 
move back in the car. 

Silly questions, one after the 
other...Motorists shooting out in 
front...The mist that is worse than 
a heavy rain, and which leaves a 
dangerous slick coating on steel rails 
... Blinding. snow that makes all traf- 
fic movement hazardous. 

Life for the street car motorman 
or bus driver is no easy job, and yet 
there are many who have provided 
that extra service to humanity which 
is the rule with the American work- 
ing man. 

Smoke was curling, up from an 
auto parked at the curb. Motorman 
C. H. Ports. of the Los Angeles Tran- 
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sit Lines was breasting the downtown 
rush when he saw it. Suddenly he 
shot the air to the brakes.

Ports grabbed his fire extinguisher, 
put out the fire, got back in his car 
and resumed his schedule, all in a 
few minutes.

On one occasion, an expectant 
mother was a passenger on his car, 
and he had to race with the stork, 
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Worst of it was, he was proceeding 
away from the nearest hospital. 

Maloney ran his car into the first 
switch he came to leading to the 
other tracks, ripped off his controller, 
ran to the other end of the car, and 
started off. He didn’t beat the stork, 
but it was a close race. 

The baby was born just as Malo- 
ney got the car to the hospital door. 
Both mother and child did fine. 

Another time, the brakes on 
Maloney’s car went bad on busy 42nd 
Street, during the New York rush 
hour. He slammed the car into re- 
verse, but the wheels didn’t catch. 
The car came to a stop as it was 
about to plow into the traffic ahead. 

Shaking from the aftermath of 
danger, Maloney sat down and wiped 
his face. The passengers looked at 
him curiously. They didn’t even know 
what had happened.

VERY baby should be vaccinated 

against whooping cough—which 

is more prevalent and causes 
more deaths of children under two 
years of age than smallpox, diphtheria 
and searlet fever combined, through- 
out this country. 

With the advance of colder 
weather, the menace of a whooping 
cough epidemic markedly increases. 

But in order to meet this threat, 
vaccination should be done early in 
the fall, if not sooner, because it takes 
two to three months after vaccination 
for the resistance against the disease 
to be built up adequately. 


At what age should the baby be_ 


vaccinated? The latest view of special- 
ists in childhood diseases—Dr. W. S. 
Sakos of New Orleans, Prof. Ernest 
H. Watson, of the University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, and .many 
others—-is that vaccination can be ef- 
fective, and should be done, at from 
one to three months. of age, if not 
earlier. 

Dr. Watson has been vaccinating 
at the third month with a triple vac- 
cine—a special combined vaccine 
against whooping cough, diphtheria 
and tetanus (lockjaw). This combi- 
nation appears to be as effective ‘as 
if each vaccine were used separately, 
at different times. In its_ prepara- 
tion, alum is used, to give it a longer 
protective effect. r 

Vaccination is done by = steps. 
First, a dose is injected in one arm; 
a month later, a second injection is. 
given in: the other arm; another 
month later, a third dose is given 
in the first arm. 

Then, one. year to 18 months later, 
an additional injection of the same 
triple vaccine is given as a “booster 
dose,” to strengthen and stimulate 
immunity as much as possible. ; 

At the Louisiana State University 
Medical School, New Orleans, Dr. W. 
S. Sako tried vaccination on infants 
of one to three months of age. He 
was very much encouraged by the 
results of such early treatments. 

In one series, he vaccinated against 
whooping cough 1834 such infants, 
of whom 159 were exposed to the 
disease afterwards. Only 30 - con- 
tracted the infection. Two suffered 
severely, but there were no deaths. 
In another group of 1965 babies from 
one to three months old who were 
not vaccinated, 127 contracted the 
disease, 123 were severely ill, 13 died. 

Some medical authorities, how- 
ever, still believe that the seventh 
month is the right time for vaccina- 
tion. Their argument is that in a 
younger infant the vaccine fails to 
build up enough antibodies (chemicals 
to fight germs). But the work of 
Watson, Sako, and of a group of in- 
vestigators at the Strong Memorial 
Hospital, Rochester, N. Y.—Drs. W. 
L. Bradford, Elizabeth Day and 
others—gives support to the view that 
vaccines build up resistance in young 
babies, even at one week of age. 

In any case, the booster dose .is 
to be given to all infants vaccinated 
at the third month or earlier. It 
should also be given whenever an 
epidentic of whooping cough is rife. 
Vaccination confers. protection for 
one to three years, according to the 
individual child. The utmost need for 
protection is when the infant is one 
to three months old. The suscepti- 
bility to disease remains very 
high until the age of five or 
Six years. But whooping 
cough occurs at all ages. 

Dr. Louis W. Sauer, of the 
University of TIllinois, has 
virtually controlled whoop- 
ing cough among. babies 
oe to the clinic of the 
Health Department of Evans- 
ton, Ill., by vaccination given 
after the sixth month of age. 
A combined whooping cough 
and diphtheria vaccine is in- 
jected alternately in each 
arm three times, at monthly inter- 
vals. A few months later, a skin test 
is made, and if the immunity is in- 
sufficient a “booster dose” is given. 

The test is made by injecting a 
minute amount of whooping cough 
germ poison into the skin of one arm, 
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If this poison is not destroyed by the 
body, an irregular, red disc is formed 
the next day, indicating the need of 
further vaccination. 

All whooping cough vaccines, so 
far used, consist of germs which have 
been killed in a special stage of de- 
velopment. Prof. Louis Pilemer and 
his colleagues, J. I. Burrell and O. A. 
Ross, at the Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Cleveland, have prepared a 
new kind of vaccine, consisting of only 
a few of the chemicals contained in 
the killed germ. This is free of 95 per 
cent of the germ substances, but 
builds’ immunity. When a small dose 
of the old vaccine is combined with 
the new substance (SA), the pro- 
tective effect is five times greater 
than of the old Waccine alone. 
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Dr. Pilemer’s new vaccine is not 
yet available for medical use. 

A serum for the treatment of 
whooping cough, and even for pre- 
vention of the disease for the limited 
period of a couple of* weeks or So, 
has been de¥eloped and success- 
fully at the Serum Excharve of the 
Children’s Hospital in Philadelphia 
by Drs. A. C. McGuinness and Harri- 
et M. Felton. It is called the “hy- 
perimmune serum.” 

It‘is prepared by‘repeatedly vac- 
cinating adults, from whose _ blood 
serum the protective substance is ob- 
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tained. It also be made from 
rabbit blood. ; 

Other drugs used for the treat- 
ment of whooping cough, with in- 
creasing success, are sulfadiazine and 
Streptomycin. 

In severe nose infection, due to 
whooping cough, instillation of a mtx- 
ture of sulfadiazine and the rabbit 
immune serum has been effective. 

Whooping cough, so called because 
of the ~whooping sounds that accom- 
pany a difficulty in breathing and a 
gasping for breath, is caused by a 
special germ called Haemophilus 
pertussis. It sickens 200,000 and 
kills 3000 babies yearly because vac- 
cination is neglected or delayed, and 
treatment put off too tong.

AM an American girl In an alien land. I am 

alone among strangers. I do not speak their 

language; they do not speak mine. I am a 
prisoner in Cuba, held for the fatal shooting of 
John Lester Mee aboard his yacht Satira in 
Havana harbor, April 8, 1947. 

What my judges will do to me, I cannot know. 
But whatever their decision, I shall be ready for 
jt. I have learned to put my faith in a higher 
Authority. ' 

During these weeks and months in Guanabacoa 
prison I have found-hope and strength in my 
Maker. Without this divine help, I do not know 
how I could have endured the ordeal. 

No matter what happens, I shall never cease 
being grateful to the prison chaplain, Father 
Antonio Rivas. What comfort he has brought 
me! What courage and strength! 

To me he symbolizes that faith which survives 
all suffering and tribulation, which reaches out 
beyond all earthly things, beyond prison walls, 
beyond life, toward the. Eternal God, 

Perhaps it is because“l am where I am. 
Perhaps it is because of what I have done. 
But there are several simple words which 
keep echoing inside me. When I hear Father 
Rivas say them, or murmur them to myself, 

I feel cleansed and uplifted...“Go, my child, 
and sin no more.” 

Father Rivas, I dedicate my story to you.

Since that terrible day last spring, I have had 
abundant opportunity to think about what hap- 
pened to me. I have been studying and weighing 
the vast material which I understand will form 
part of my defense. 

The more I study this rhaterial—newspaper 
reports, interviews, letters—the more I become 
convinced that the man I loved and trusted must 
have been something other than human. 

He was a creature who lived to entrap and de- 
stroy women. 

His transition from a courteous gentleman to 
a domineering, swaggering bully who possessed 
no heart and soul and led me, hypnotically, up 
to my final tragic act is a great deal more than 
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I am able to understand even at the present time. 
It all seems like a bad dream—a dream that 
began with deceptively bright coloring and slowly, 
inevitably changed first to sombre hues and then 
to black, crashing, swirling patterns. 
How can I reconcile the man who whispered 


jn my ear: “I love you, love you, love you! I can’t 
. live without you!” 


with the man who confronted 
me, eyes wild, and shouted: 

“I love you when you hate me! Go on, get 
mad! Scratch me! Bite me! I’ve got you where 
I want you. You’re a prisoner on my boat. 
You’re broke! You’re my slave forever! I'll give 
away your clothes. I’ve got you. What can you 
do against me, you little...Here’s a whip! Hit me! 
Hit me, I dare you!’? 

Yet they were one and the same man. 

And how can I reconcile the man who wrote 
me: “Please don’t leave me any more...ever 
again...because I need you...I am sick without 
you...I love you completely,” with the man who 
knocked me down and then charged me like a 
mad bull, bent, I am sure, on mufder? 

Yes, they were both Jack Mee. 

Someday, perhaps, I shall forget those pictures 
and dream pleasantly once ntore. Someday, with 
the help of God, I shall forget them... 

I was born Patricia Schmidt in Toledo, Ohio, 
on Sept. 16, 1925, which means that I was 21 
during the crucial events of this story. 

My father is John Frederick Schmidt, a phar- 
macist; my mother was Elsie Mary Schmidt, who 
died in my last year in high school after a long 
and painful illness. They had been married 10 
years before I, their only child, arrived. 

We were not poor, but money was a worey. 

I started taking dancing lessons when I was 
four. There was no thought in my parents’ minds 
about a dancing career for me; it just happened 
that I was underweight and they believed that 
dancing exercises would build me up. , 

All during grade school—I was graduated at 
13—I danced in school plays. 

Dramatic art became an additional interest, 
and you can believe that I felt proud when I won 
the title role in “Peter Pan.” 

When I was 11, I took up acrobatic dancing. 
I practiced six days a week backstage at the 
Paramount Theatre. The lessons were free pro- 
vided I practiced faithfully. 

By this time the idea of a dancing career had 
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become pretty definitely fixed in my mind. 
knew what I was in for. I knew by this 
time that nothing requires more ceaseless, 
back-breaking work than the art of dancing. 

At high school I took art and commercial 
courses, and when I was 14, during the summer 
vacation, I joined the Beatrice Garden line of 
girls. We danced in a night club about 100 miles 
south of Toledo at a salary of $16.50 a week. 
However, my father did not like the idea, and 
soon made me quit, 

“Better stay home until you grow up some 
more,” he advised. 

As my mother became more and more ill, until 
she was a chronic invalid, I had to give up al] 
thought of becoming a professional dancer. I was 
heartbroken, desolate. 

But, as I have said, there was no alternative. 
I did not have the time to go on with my dancing. 
I had to keep house, clean, wash clothes, cook, 
and also attend high school. 

However, there was compensation in the 
knowledge that I was taking care of my mother, 
whom I loved with a deep devotion. She suf- 
fered terribly from arthritis and complications. 

When she died, on Dec. 9, 1942, after being

bedridden almost a year, | felt as though a part 
of me, too, had died. 

Even today, in this prison cell, I feel that 
she is with me, smiling her sad, wistful smile, 
encouraging me to bear up. 

More than four years after her death, I 
find it hard to keep back the tears whenever 
I think about or mention my mother. 

The next spring, while I kept house, attended 
school and held a job in an office, dad asked me 
what I thought about his remarrying. 

“Dad,” I said, “I think it would be the best 
thing in the world for you.” 

“I wouldn’t want to make you unhappy, 
Patty.” 

I hugged him. “Don’t worry about me,” I 
laughed. “I know that you’ve had no real hap- 
piness for a long while. You need.someone more 
than a daughter as a companion. Besides, you 
know what I want to do. I must get back to my 
dancing. I'll die, Daddy, if I don’t dance!” 


S° my father was married in June, and a few 
weeks later I got a job in Detroit with the 
Tip-Top Girls, an acrobatic dance act. 

Now followed a most” strenuous period. We 
played the suburbs of Detroit, then had é@ngage- 
ments in Florida, New York and Chicago. 

When I wasn’t working with the act, I re 
hearsed constantly. 

But through all this endless drudgery I clung 
to my dreams. I would lie in bed late at night, 
every muscle aching, and see myself on a great 
stage—alone. I would hear thunderous applause. 

Then, like others before and since, I made a 
mistake. 

In the summer of 1945, while working at the 
Morocco club in Chicago, I began seeing quite 
a lot of a very nice person named Carl] Sperry. 
He was 32 and married, but he had been separated 
from his wife for five years. 

At that time he was in the Navy; after his 
discharge a few months later he went to work 
for a dry cleaning concern. 

He didn’t make much money, but I didn’t 
bother about that; dancing continued to be the 
consuming interest of my life—-far more so, at 
that time, than love and marriage. 
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But I didn’t know what love was—then. I 
did not know its torrential power. I had read 
what love can do to a person but never did it 
occur to me that I, an up-and-coming young 
dancer, would ever become so tormented. 


My father met Carl and ap- 
proved of him. So on Dec. 2, 1945, 
two days after his divorce, we 
were married. 

I won't go into the details of 
this—-it is really incidental to a 
far larger drama-—-but suffice it 
to say that Carl and | were fated 
not to make a go of it. Within 
two weeks I knew it. We were 
“washed up.” 

I continued to dance at the 
Morocco. I’d saved enough money 
to buy some routines so that I 
might branch out into solo work. 
I started to learn the Hindu and 
Spanish dances, doing my regular 
turns at the Morocco from 9 p. m. 
until 4 a. m., and rehearsing my 
new routines from 1 to 7 p. mm. 

Keep in mind that I had been 
a chorus girl. It is not easy to 
rise above the chorus girl] level. 
It seems to me that it is a great 

deal easier to go down than up in life. 

My own problem was especially difficult; my 
training had been in acrobatics, whereas these 
new dances required ballet. However, I was deter- 
mined. I knew I could do it. 

I was ready to offer my routines to the public 
by Jan. 10. I went from agent to apent, only to 
find that no one was interested in an ex-chorine 
who was trying to become a principal. ‘They told 
me 1] was tagged as $50-a-week girl. 


UT I had to find work, so for the time being 

I modeled. I gained the reputation of being the 
most sought-after mode! in one of the largest art 
schools in-the world—the Art Institute of Chicago. 

During this period I was offered a-contract 
to travel the burlesque circuit but I turned it 
down. I didn’t want to be branded in show busi- 
ness as a burlesque performer. 

Then Bill Matthews, who books most of the 
smaller clubs in Chicago, signed me for a one- 
week stay at the Silver Palm cafe on Wilson 
Ave.. That was in March, 1946, and 1 remained 
as a novelty number entertainer at the Silver 
Paim not for one week but for seven months. 

Early in the engagement I produced a Chinese 
routine, for which, to save expense, I made the 
costume myself. (My. highly arched eyebrows, 
upswept black hair and almond-sheped eyes were 
particularly “in character” for Oriental] routines.) 
“I danced under my stage name, ‘Satira’.” 

By this time Carl and I had broken up. I 
shared a $10-a-week room in the Majestie hotel, 
where many showgirls stay, with another dancer, 
Sharon Lynn. Later we took a tiny apartment, 
somewhat less expensive, on’ West Division St. 

I think I first met Jack Mee some time in 
April. Another girl at the club asked me if I’d 
like to meet a man who was interested in my 
dances and wanted to make my acquaintance. 

“What kind of man?” I asked suspiciously. 

“A very nice man,” she assured me. “I think 
you might like him. A lawyer, but with artistic 
talents and interests.” : 

“I guess I'll skip it,” I told her. “I’m too 
tired tonight to meet an artistic lawyer.” 

But a night or two later the girl approached 
me again, and this time I consented. I came out 
and sat with him at a table. 

I found him quiet-spoken and gentlemanly. 

The intellectual type, it seemed to me. _ I ob- 

served that he was tall and well built, and that 

he had wavy black hair. Otherwise he made 
no particular impression on me. 
Perhaps I was tired again; perhaps he was. 

At any rate, I made some excuse and. left. 

A few nights later, a card was delivered to 
me in the dressing room. I saw the name, 
and a message: 

“Satira—Would you join me in a drink?” 

I didn’t connect this with the quiet-spoken 
lawyer I'd met. The name Mee sounded Chinese, 
so I decided I ought to investigate. I went out, 
and there was this same man. 


| SAT at the table, making some conventional 
remark but inwardly speculating about him. 
Had he become smitten with me, or had he picked 
me out simply to relieve a state of boredom? 

“Am I still on your blacklist?” he queried. 
(He had asked if he could see me again, and I 
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had said I would be too busy.) “Please say you'll 
give me a trial! I assure you I wen’t eat you!” 
His manner was disarming. I began to grow 
interested. 
“T have very few dates,” I said. “Too busy.” 
“But—you have some, on rare occasions?” 
“Besides, I’m married. Are you, Mr. Mee?” 
He laughed. “Your directness is very engag- 
ing. The answer is no. I was married once, but 
I've been divorced now for almost three years.” 
I told him that one had to be blunt about such 
matters. “When you work in night clubs,” I said, 
“you learn to ask questions like that.” 


EF nodded, toying with his glass. “You haven't 

answered my question: May I see you again?” 

I shrugged, and probably half smiled. “I sup- 
pose it could be arranged.” 

“Now we’re getting some place!” he exclaimed, 

On our first date, he met me in front of the 
Majestic and we went to dinner at the La Salle. 
As I recall it, we talked chiefly about books and 
daneing. He seemed greatly interested in dancing. 

There really wasn’t much time for conversa- 
tion because I had to be at the club by 9:30. 
I remember we had to skip the dessert. (Our 
dates always had to be brief; ‘in the seven months 
I was at the Silver Palm TI had one night off!) 

During that time and subsequent meetings, 
I learned that John Lester Mee had been born 
in suburban Wilmette, Ill., in October, 1913, and 
had attended Duke and Northwestern. 

Then he had become a lawyer and, later, a 
PT boat commander in the South Pacific. Mean- 
while he had written a lot of privately printed 
poetry and even tried his hand ht choreography. 

Since his divorce he had been living with his 
parents in Wilmette, he told me. 

I gathered that they were socially prominent. 
His father had long been one of the leading local 
physicians. 

Ile never told me much about his marriage 
except that the girl had been a dancer like myself. 

Nor did he speak about love, although he had 
written verses and letters which indicated—as I 
was to find out-—an inordinate, even psychopathic, 
preoccupation with the subject. 

Had | glimpsed some of the things he had 
already poured onto paper, I would have run 
from him as fast as my legs could carry me. 

This new-found friend of mine had written; 

“What is love? 

“Love is to run headlong through wooded 
slopes, fling breathlessly down on green, soft 
ground... 

“Love is to swim daylong in quiet, coral 
lagoons... 

“Love is to lie for a long time under a hot 
sun, feel the thrill of its burning heat and know 
that this was life... 

“Love is to realize in the same fraction of 
a moment that this nearness of each other was 
an experience greater by far than all else. 

“Love is not thinking, but being. 

“Love is to worship the sun and despise the 
world—together. 

“Love is to be embroiled in an vexperience, 
not tepid and passive, but...consuming and 
wild.” 

I could not have believed that he had written— 
this time to a man--the following sentiments: 

“IT have been wonderfully happy with one 
woman, at a time. But there comes occasionally 
a yearning for contrast, a different tone of voice. 
perhaps a more dominating personality...I love 
a woman for a collection of small things...Love, 
to me, is a sine qua non, a simple prerequisite to 
the destruction of all veneers which separate me 
from a woman’s personality..

“I’m so madly in love nothing seems to worry 
me except you—-loving me, dancing with me, ab- 
sorbing me, dazzling’me with your beautiful gold 
shoes...cutting me with your long fingernails, 
loving me as only you can. 

“IT want to watch the expression on your face 
as you strike me. “It’s a fantastic madness, a com- 
pulsion akin to the will to live itself. 

“T want you to feel that it’s part of a great, 
beautiful love which grows, develops in stature 
and strength until it laughs at anything, anyone 
who'd assail it.” 

No, not in my wildest imaginings did I envil- 
sion anything like this. But the day came, that 
spring, when this courtly escort, this charming 
companionseof dinner dates, assumed a more in- 
timate role in m# life. 

That was after he kissed me.

CHOOL girls generally prefer hair-dos that are no 
trouble to arrange and take little time in doing so.

By a good haircut we do not mean the bow!]-over-the- 


head: version. 


A deft man with shears knows how to thin, 


shape and form the hair to fit the head. 


(A) For straight - haired 
little girls—and big ones, 
too, for that matter—this 
haircut is ideal. Its charm 
is based solely on the hair- 
cut. It needs tapering to fall 
gracefully around the face. 
Hair length is determined 
by facial structure. It’s ver- 
satile, too; makes pigtails 
easy as packaged pie. Can 
be beribboned and adorned, 
if desired. Needs no perma- 
nent wave to fall gracefully 
at the shoulders. In fact, a 
permanent wave on a young 
head is generally out of 
keeping with the natural- 
ness of childhood. 


(B) For those with natur- 
ally wavy hair, the feather 
bob has become a classic. 
Not only is it timeless, it’s 
ageless. Obviously this hair- 
do depends for its very 
existence on the haircut. A 
clever haircutter knows 
where to apply his shears 
to give the waves bounce. 
On occasion he can even 
coax a wave into hair that 
was thought to be straight. 

The hair part is optional 
and versatile. Little girls 
may like it in the middle, 
with ‘or without bangs. Big 
school girls may like a side 
part and the hair swept 
high off the forehead. 


(C) Here is something a 
little different for the high 
school or college girl. All 
the hair is swept over to 
one side. There is no part 
at all. The hair is then 
plaited into one braid and 
brought across the top of 
the head. The hair, natur- 
ally, must be about shoulder 
length to do this effectively. 
However, it’s simple, and, 
if ornamented for evening, 
can be quite sophisticated. 
For variation, wear the 
braid coiled over one ear, 
or as a Slightly-off-center 
top-knot. For neatness, gloss 
and hair health, use a sturdy 
brush—-and don’t spare the 
arm muscles. 


(D) This is also for the 
older school girls. It is 
done with one big curl over 
each ear. We've given it a 
diagonal part here—an idea 
for girls who don’t like a 
middle part. The advantage 
of the diagonal part is that 
an equal portion of hair 
goes over each ear. The 
diagonal part can also be 
used in making braids. Or 
instead of the big curl, wind 
the braid over your ears.

Color Scheming 


ET’S start with color. As

The same thing ap- 
plies to your walls. If you 
want to make your room 
seem larger than it really 
is, give it a background of 
pale shades such as cool 
blues, grays, greens, cream, 
ivory, and oyster white. The 
lighter the walls are, the 
more they will seem to melt 
away to give the illusion 
of space. 

On the other hand, if your 
home is large and _ you 
prefer a smaller scale, put 
it on a reducing diet of dark 
colors. ‘The warm shades 
such as red, terra cotta, 
cocoa, and rose creep up on 
you and make a room seem 
smaller. 

Dark colored baseboards, 
doors, mantels, and window 
sills all minimize the size of 
the room, so have the wood- 
work the same color or a 
shade lighter than your 
walls. 

Line Logic 


A for line and pattern. 
Here is a chance to put 
to work the principle be- 
hind the old optical illusion 
puzzles we used to see in 
magazines. Remember how 
a square would look larger 
than its mate, or one line 
longer than another of 
equal length because of the 
clever use of auxiliary 
lines? 

Lines which run up and 
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down will seem to raise 
your ceiling several inches, 
Horizontal stripes will have 
the opposite effect and 
should be used in an over- 
tall room. Another way to 
make such a room seem 
better proportioned is to 
lower the molding to about 
12 or 18 inches from the 
ceiling. 

Pattern also comes to the 
rescue in deceiving- the eye. 
The right wallpaper will 
help you to gain spacious- 
ness or tie together a 
sprawling room. 

Large patterns tend to de- 
crease the size of a room, 
but if you want to use them 
in a small room, you can 
counteract the _ shrinkage 
feeling, and emphasize 
depth and space by the use 
of scenic designs. 

If your room is too long 
and narrow, try doing three 
walls with a _ plain-colored 
or small-patterned paper 
and then accentuating the 
fourth with a dark color or 
bold pattern. It will make 
your room seem _ = almost 
Square. Another excellent 
way to increase the depth 
of one side or end of a 
room_is by using scenic 
paper on that .wall° to con- 
trast with plain or striped 
paper on the other three. 

Disappearing Act 

OME rooms _ have. too 

many niches and jogs, 
unsightly fireplaces or 
cornices. Camouflage these 
eyesores by painting or 
papering them just like the 
walls. 

If certain pieces of furni- 
ture seem too large, let 
them blend in with the walls 
also. 

Play up the good features 
of your room by ~painting 
them in a- dramatic con- 
trasting’ shade.
